Then he turned to the ques- 
tion of relations between Com- 
munist countries and praised

Until the Chapter Ends 


Gov. Faubus was talking for the benefit of 
Arkansas voters when he said National Guard 
troops may be needed next September to pre- 
vent Negroes from attending Little Rock 
schools. This was a back-handed way of 
threatening a new clash between state and 
federal troops, and Gov. Faubus must think 
that is how a man gets re-elected to a third 
term in Arkansas. 

It may be. But however the election comes 
out this summer, good citizens in Arkansas 
ought to make up their minds that, if their 
Governor again uses state troops to defy. the 
duly considered orders of the United States” 
courts, then the President will have no honor- 
able alternative to using federal troops to de- 
fend those orders. This is not a matter of 
segregation or integration. It is a matter of 
law and order. 

The fourth anniversary of the Supreme 
Court’s May 1954 desegregation decision 
passed without much fanfare, possibly be- 
cause this year’s progress in carrying it out 
has been slow and grudging—thanks in part, 
no doubt, to Gov. Faubus and his cheap poli- 
tics. A look at the whole picture is useful.

What was simplest was accomplished first. 
That was natural and takes no credit away 
from a state such as Missouri, which began 
desegregation promptly. 

Moreover, the case of Missouri alone shows 
how the high court’s decision moved the na- 
tion strongly toward its professed ideal of 
equal treatment for all. For even if desegre- 
gation were inevitable here, what realistic 
Missourian would argue that it did not come 
much sooner than expected because of the 
court’s ruling? 

The same thing can be said of other “bor- 
der” states. The Southern School News re- 
ports West Virginia has completed integra- 
tion, and 80 per cent of Kentucky’s Negro 
pupils are desegregated. For similar states 
the desegregation record, judged on a per- 
centage of biracial school districts, is as fol- 
lows: Delaware, 29 per cent; Maryland, 91 per 
cent; Oklahoma, 80 per cent; Texas, 17 per 
cent. 

¥ * . 

Between the border and the seven resisting 
states~-six in the Deep South and Virginia— 
there is a narrow belt where the tide of inte- 
gration advances slowly. Fifteen of 1354 bi- 
racial districts in North Carolina, Tennessee 
and Arkansas have begun integration. Nine 
of these are in Arkansas, the hostility of Gov. 
Orval Faubus notwithstanding. 

In total, 1,952,761 white and 377,286 Negro 
students in 17 Southern and border states 
now..go.to.sechooL.in integrated situations, 
which is andthée.way of saying that pupils of 
both races are at least éligible to attend the 
same claises, » Of 93113 school districts in 
these stafes, 540 had moved toward integra- 
tion at this time in 1956, 685 in 1957, and 
764 today. 

The figures indicate that the nation has 
come through a year in which the progress 
of integration was slowed and tested, but not 
stopped. They suggest how the contest has 
shifted from school boards to courts and legis- 
latures. The figures cannot show, of course, 
those changes that have occurred in the con- 
science of America and are still to come. That 
is where the real struggle is, and there it will 
proceed until the historic chapter begun in 
1954 is concluded. 


Message for the Vice President 


President Eisenhower's cablegram spoke, 
so we believe, for the American people as a 
whole to Vice President Nixon after the con- 
temptible stoning episode in Lima, Peru. Mr. 
Nixon did display courage, patience and calm- 
ness and he did well to treat it, as the Presi- 
dent does, as a regrettable incident caused 
by a few. 

There is a strong probability that the vio- 
lence toward the visitor from the United 
States will react against the perpetrators and 
in the end hemispheric relations will be the 
closer as a result. *<Peru, as the President 
notes, has already officially expressed its re- 
gret. Those who participated in the stone 
throwing and spitting may well grow ashamed 
of their conduct when they realize the @mbar- 
rassment they have brought to their country 
in the eyes of other nations. 

With the Vice President’s party now in 
Ecuador, the contrast in welcome is a happy 
one to that raucous mob led by the extremists 
at San Marcos University in Lima. The pur- 
pose of the tour still is what it has been all 
along: good will. 


Delay Almost Like Decay 


St. Louis has applied for a federal loan and 
grants with the hope that buying of land for 
the Mill Creek .Valléy redevelopment may be 
started By July-T. Whis determination to get 
on with the work inevitably calls attention to 
the slow pace of the Urban Redevelopment 
Corporation in getting to work on the Plaza 
apartments. 

The eity also carried out its part of that 
project without delay. The site of the apart- 
ments and the adjacent park, connecting the 
Aloe and Memorial plazas, was acquired and 
cleared by November, 1956. Since then it 


has become a weed-bed and a chafing symbol ° 


of frustration. People are wondering if an- 
other building season is to pass without a sign 
of activity. And they are wondering, too, why 
such projects are pushed to rapid completion 
in other cities. while this one drags, and 
drags, and drags. 

Representatives of the redevelopment cor- 
poration were called on the carpet a month 
ago, and asked whether the city should look 
for another developer. They were reminded 
that their contract expires on July 24. Yet 
the corporation did not apply for FHA insur- 
ance until Feb. 14. The business leaders who 
formed the corporation must be chagrined 
to see so little accomplished with the dead- 
line so near. . 

There is ‘only one possible course now; that 
is to make up with present energy and deter- 
mination for lost time. That goes for the 
riverfront, too. Delay can be as bad as decay. 
What is needed is some progress.

A change so nearly complete affords St. 
Louis county a notable opportunity to im- 
prove its legislative delegation to the State 
Capitol. Surely the leadership of both parties 
will want to make good use of the resulting 
chance for raising the level of representation. 


Spoils in the Schools 


The current difficulties in the School 
Board's politics-ridden Building department, 
whose chief faces an ouster suit brought by 
three Board members, grow in large measure 
from the results of the last three school 
elections. 

In April 1953 Charles J. Dyer, a North St. 
Louis furniture merchant and School Board 
politician, won re-election without making a 
single campaign speech—despite strong op- 
position from a group of reform candidates. 
A bitter and implacable foe of reform in the 
schools, Mr. Dyer was backed by the Demo- 
cratic ward bosses. He led the ticket, carry- 
ing in with him Dr. James J. McCaffery, now 
the Board’s president. Dr. McCaffery also 
is a dedicated proponent of the spoils system 
in the schools. 

Two years later the same Democratic ward 
politicians who had put Mr. Dyer and Mr. Mc- 
Caffery in office elected their complete slate 
and took control of the Board. One of those 
elected then was Mrs. Irma H. Friede. From 
then on, efforts to reform the school admin- 
istration flew out the window. 


Mrs. Friede was elected president and im- 
mediately instituted the practice of secret 
dinner meetings. The Board reversed its 
support for the important “unit control” re- 
form. Then it abolished a rule to protect 
school employes from being solicited for po- 
litical contributions by their superiors. And 
so it went. 

In July 1956 the anti-reform element fol- 
lowed Mr. Dyer’s lead and fired V. Harry 
Rhodes as Building Commissioner, hiring 
George H. Fletcher. He is currently under 
fire for allegedly dismissing personnel on the 
say-so of Mr. Dyer and Mrs. Friede, and for 
permitting the collection of political lugs. In 
the 1957 school election, the spoilsmen had 
the field virtually to themselves; only one 
first-rate candidate filed and he was defeated. 


The people have only themselves to blame 
for what is going on at 911 Locust street. 
When they were offered acceptable alterna- 
tives to the third-rate party hacks that the 
Democratic City Committee indorsed, they 
missed the opportunity. The school system is 
in the hands of ward heelers who are rarely 
if ever concerned with anything but patronage 
and favors. And there it will stay until the 
voters decide they want schools run for the 
benefit of their children. 


American Legion at Its Best 


George Douglas West of Lafayette, Ind., 
was 21 years old in 1950 when the North Ko- 
rean Communists began their naked aggres- 
sion against the Republic of Korea, estab- 
lished by the United Nations. He was one of 
Many thousands of young Americans quickly 
summoned from their homes to join in hold- 
ing the line for freedom half way around the 
world. While serving with the Second Divi- 
sion, he was caught by a blast of gunfire at 
Heartbreak Ridge and blinded in both eyes. 


When West came back home he made up 
his mind to be a useful human being notwith- 
standing his serious disability. He began to 
train his sensitive touch and keen hearing 
through the American Legion’s rehabilitation 
program. Equipping himself to repair type- 
setting machines, he became the first sight- 
less mechanic to receive a journeyman’s 
card from the International Typographical 
Union. He has developed his skill to such an 
extent that he now is the troubleshooter in 
the composing room of the Lafayette Journal 
Courier. 

St. Louis is better for the visit of this re- 
markable young veteran in connection with 
the ceremonies marking the anniversary of 
the founding of the American Legion here. 
His rehabilitation reflects the work of the 39- 
year-old veterans’ organization at its humane 
best. 


Sadness Mixed With Gladness 


The.ear that listens to the soap opera, we 
are told, guides the hand that rocks the cra- 
die and spanks the child. If so, this world of 
pre-cooked foods, detergents, instant coffee, 
air fresheners, canned goods, headache pills, 
cake mixes, stomach soothers, hair sprays, 
breakfast foods, gum and soap may well pause 
to mark the passing of Elaine Sterne Car- 
rington, the originator of the soap opera. 


More bad jokes have been made about soap 
operas than ever were cracked about the 
Model T Ford. Yet the soap opera was as 
impressive a sociological innovation as the 
movie, and it may prove to be more enduring. 
These never-ending tales of the travails and 
tribulations of nice, good people—all with an 
amazing talent for getting into wildly assorted 
troubles and then out of them again—were 
supposed to come to a dead end with the 
introduction of TV. Not so, video simply 
gave wider scope to these tales of sadness 
shot through with gladness. 

All this because way back in 1932 a friend 
dared Mrs. Carrington, an amateur writer, to 
put a dramatic serial on the air. NBC fell in 
with the idea. The result was the first soap

Why Hemispheric Relations Are Poor 


Latin Americans Blame Their Economic Woes on 


From The Economist. London 


The following selection was writ- 
ten after Vice President Nixon ar- 
rived in South America on his good- 
will tour, but before the stoning epi- 
sode in Lima, Peru, where wniversity 
students, led by extremists, demon- 
strated against the United States. 


When Vice President Nixon landed 
at Montevideo to spread “good will” 
in Latin America he was greeted 
with a mixture of cheers and cat- 
calls from the crowd, with the news 
that an American-owned meat pack- 
ing plant had just been received by 
his hosts, and with five speeches in 
a row lamenting Uruguay's economic 
decline and calling on the United 
States to do something about it. The 
meat plant had suspended operations 
in December, on 
the ground that 
political interfer- 
ence was prevent- 
ing it from mak- 
ing a profit, but 
it had recently 
been sold to an- 
other American 
firm which was 
also soon at odds with the govern- 
ment,

The economic decline is attrib- 
uted firmly by the Uruguayans to 
the American wool tariff, which is 
blamed for the catastrophic fall in 
Uruguay's exports to the United 
States, from $129 million in 1950 
to $12.5 million in 1957. Finally the 
point was underlined for the Vice 
President's benefit by suitable refer- 
ences to Uruguay's unfortunate in- 
ability to pay in dollars for the oil 
it normally obtains from American 
suppliers, and to the pressing neces- 
sity which is forcing Uruguay into 
the barter deal which is currently 
being negotiated with the Russians 
—Uruguayan wool and meat for 10 
tanker loads of oil and 2000 tons of 
cotton. 


In short, Mr. Nixon encountered at 
his first stop most of the elements 
that confronted him during the rest 
of his journey—genuine tales of eco- 
nomic woe; a tendency to put all the 
blame on the policies of the United 
States (which charged exactly the 
same duty on its wool imports in 
1950, when Uruguay's dollar earn- 
ings were at their height, as it does 
now): complaints of political inter- 
ference by the American investor; 
and strong hints by the Latins that, 
unless something is done quickly, 
the western hemisphere is about to 


be the scene of the Russians’ great- 
est economic triumph. 

The official line in Washington 
hitherto has been to treat the Latins 
as improvident children who have 
the resources to make their coun- 
tries every bit as prosperous as the 
United States if they could only de- 
velop a Protestant Ethic, who must 
once in a while be rescued from the 
trouble into which they have got 
themselves, but who should more 
often be allowed to suffer because 
it is good for them. 

American officials point out that 
Congress has voted Latin America a 
substantial slice of technical assist- 
ance each year—usually more than 
the Administration has requested; 
that $7.5 billion, one-third of all pri- 
vate American investment overseas, 
is now sunk in that area: and that 
it has received over 40 per cent of 
the dollar value of all loans from 
the Export-Import Bank in 10 years. 


This austere attitude, with its em- 
phasis on the need for the Latin gov- 
ernments to provide the right climate 
for ‘private investment, has of course 
had the tacit support of the Inter- 
national Bank. Although the bank 
has recently increased its activity in 
South America somewhat, it is reg- 
ularly, and often unfairly, denounced 
for its implacability in demanding 
that potential borrowers first put 
their inflationary houses in order. 

But there has been growing in 
Washington a sense of uneasiness at 
the widening gap between the ful- 
some cordiality, seasoned by delicate 


attention to Latin susceptibilities, 
which characterizes the United 
States’ handling of political rela- 


tions through the Organization of

The Americans point, as a lesson 
from which Latin coffee growers 
should learn, to their own sad expe- 
rience in attempting to maintain high 
rigid price supports for domestic 
cotton, which has had the effect of 
giving a handsome incentive to the...

A FEW QUESTIONS about 
beavers remain to be answered, 
and I shall take them up today 

Q. What good does it do 
beavers to make dams? 

A. The animals like to live 
in high places where they face 
less danger from hunters and 
trappers. Often they locate a 
stream which is too shallow fo: 
their purposes, but they know 
they can deepen the water by 
making a dam, 


While building a dam, bea- 
vers may live in holes along- 
side a bank. They prefer lod- 
ges, but shallow water would 
prevent them from having a 
good underwater entrance for 
a lodge. 

The dam solves the problem 
It deepens the water, and at the 
same time forms a good sire 
pond. The pond makes it easy 
to reach trees which grow a 


» little distance from the edge 


the former stream 
Q. How did beavers learn to 
make dams in the first place? 
A. That question is hard to 
answer. The knowledge may 
have come after an accidental 
discovery. Many beavers may 
have built lodges, close to- 
gether in a stream, blocking 
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the current and forming a deep 
pond, This could have led to 
a dam-building program for 
the beaver tribe 

©. What good do the fiat 
tails of the beavers do? 

\. They are used to give 
signals of danger. When a bea- 
ver slaps its tail on the surface 
of the water, there is a sharp 
report, something like the 
crack of a rifle. This noise will 
warn all beavers in the area to 
get out of sight. The tails also 
serve as rudders while beavers 
are SWimmIng. 

Q. Are beaver dams good 
for people? 

\. The dams hold back mil- 
lions of gallons of water when 
snow melts in the spring, or 
after heavy rains. In that way 
beavers help to prevent dan- 
gerous floods in valleys 
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
